| At the left, partly below the central 
j design, is a representation of the first 
settlement in Arkansas, above which 
appears the name "Arkansas Post,' In 
a corrc&ponding position at the right 
is pictured the present state capitol 
within circular panels with double 
line borders and solid ground is the 
denomination numeral "3."

But all children are experimental a^ 


any age. And of course, the mother

mere nervousness, urges her presence. 
She knows what a terrible teacher ex- 
perience can be. Yet the child won't 
learn self-defense thoroughly until a 
few bumps and bruises come along to 
teach him. The caution that develops 
by words 'from hJs mother may be a 
pseudo affair unrelated to real life. 
This is not caution at all, but inhibi- 
tion. And life goes pretty flat if one 
grows up on a little island so sur- 
rounded. 


Let Character Grow 


Small children should have some 


older person near if possible. Those a 
little older may be trusted in a safe 
place. And so on up the line. Physi- 
cal protection is wise, but at the same 
time, they should be learning wisdom 
on their own. Too much interference 
is a weakening process. Character de- 
velopment is pretty much the same. 
The young person too insistently su- 
pervised instead of acting and thinking 
for himself is slow to mature, and in- 
deed many people stay babies for- 
ever.

He was like that—nn opportunist. 


In fact, Tummimy was a gate crasher. 
One-eyed Connelly mny have crashed 
more gates, but Tammany crashed bet- 
ler ones. He liked uppity social af- 
fair.", doggy lirs't nights, and luxurious 
travel. He was a rolling stone that 
had gathered a high polish. 


He was a bit disappointed in Hol- 


lywood, which offered scarcely any 
challenge to his talents. Trouble was 
that he came here as an actor. Being 
an actor, he had very little crashing 
to do. He was invited to parties, and 
could stroll unchallenged through the 
gates of his home studio. 


Sometimes, just to keep in practice, 


he'd crash the gates of other studios. 
But that wasn't much fun. 


He was an intimate of W. C. Fields, 


and appeared in a couple of Fields' 
pictures during the 10 months or so 
that he was in Hollywood. Tammany 
always said that he qualified as an ac- 
tor because he worked three months 
at pulling up stakes for a circus.

City Hall, Young bluffed and bluster- 
ed his way through five cordons of 
cops, edged his way to the left hand 
of Jimmy Walker, and had a few 
congratulatory words for the daring 
young flyer. When he left City Hall, 
he curried a great sheaf of tickets to 
the evening reception, ami gave a pair 
to every policeman who had allowed 
him to pass. 


Hmvu'IIc Did It 


Tammany had a thirst for culture, 


and often was to be seen among the 
first-nighters at the opera and the 
better plays. When at the Met, ho sat 
in the Golden Horseshoe—after the 
first act, anyway. He would come hat- 
less into the lobby, snatch a program 
somewhere, and would engage'the first 
patron he met in profound discussion 
of the performance.

or his wanderlust prescribed a sea 
voyage. Tammany went to Europe. He 
embarked on thu maiden voyage of 
the Leviathan with a dollar in 
his 


pocket and nary an ounce of luggage. 
But he occupied a de luxe stateroom, 
borrowed some evening clothes from 
a steward, and had dinner with wine 
each evening. 


Last Days of Astor 


Such exploits proved a considerable 


practical ability us an actor, so he was 
invited to some to Hollywood. He 
came.

Building for the Future

Why, 
in spite of nil the religion in 


the world and in spite of successive 
generations of Christian teaching and 
profession, is the world still so far 
from the goal of righteousness and 
truth? 


Out 
lesson suggests the 
answer. 


Here in the environment of His time, 
among ;i very religious people, Jesus 
found n very unsatisfactory condi- 
tion. ' He saw the conventional rep- 
resentatives of religion concerned more 
about outward profession and show 
than about inward grace and reality. 


He beheld the scribes desiring to 


walk in long robes, loving salutations 
in Ihe market place, seeking the chief 
seats in) synagogs .and the forenvjst 
places at feasts. 


These things would have been bdd 


enough, but, in spite of all this show, 
how little religion they) had! 
While 


they made their long prayers and pre- 
tensions of religion, they actually were 
defrauding widows of their houses and 
possessions. 


Along with these scribes and lead- 


ers of religion were the people richly 
endowed who had made no consecra- 
tion of their lives or possssions at all 
in proportion to their wealth. In tem- 
ple and synagog they gave gifls that 
cost them very little. When Jesus ob- 
served how small was their sacrifice, 
considering their wealth, He com- 
mended in contrast 
the poor widow 


who had given very litlle in quanlity, 
but very much in actuality, because it 
was almost all that she had. 


When Jesus saw these shings, with 


the keenness of His judgment and His 
prophetic eye, He knew what would 
happen to such a church and society. 
Only destruction could follow upon 
scenes like that, and even the great 
temple, He predicted, would be cast 
clown, stone from stone. 


When they asked Him when these 


things would be, He declined to set 
any time. It is quite possible that He 
wns nut speaking from exact know- 
ledge of the future, but that He was 
predicting this destruction as the sheer 
outworking of the laws of God in the 
pretence of the forces destroying the 
life of the people. 


"Where there is no vision," said the 


prophet of old, "the people perish." 
Th.-it always has been true. There is 
only one foundation upon which there 
can ho permanent building, and that is 
the foundation of honesty and truth. 


A building could not stand thai was 


not built with square and plumb line, 
iincl no more can a society .stand, eith- 
er in church or in slate, lhat was not 
built, in uprightness. 


Surely we need to drive these things 


liome-lo our own age. The Ihings that 
0'csu.s emphasized concerning His own 
time have been more than fulfilled, 
and every agd has exemplified the 
truth of His prophecies. 


Th word of Jesus to this age is a 


word of warning, a word of exhorta- 
tion. It in a 'demand for reality in the 
soul, and for truth in all outward ex- 
pression of life in word and in deed.

was retained in remodeling the course. 


The new surface on the turns is 


rock asphalt, 
blended

The new outside wall, three feet 


high, is constructed of concrete, and 
puilt perpendicular to the cros- sec- 
tion grade on the turns.

1 jccts in Nevada county. The projects 
are referred to by number, as shown 
on the map, a brief description of 
each project being given below: 
No. 1. Prescott to Pike County Line 
, Road—Work consists of 
ditching, 


grading and graveling from Prescott 
north approximately 12.4 miles to the 
Pike county line. This project is 
20 per cent complete and has fur- 
nished employment,' for 37 WPA 
workers. 


No. 2. Prescott Schools—Under this 


project «n old brick school building 
in Prescott, which had been declar- 
ed unsafe, was wrecked and a new 
G-room frame structure on a brick 
foundation with composition roof 
was built. This new building is brfilt 
according to plans furnished by the 
State Board of Education. This pro- 
ject is completed. It provided em- 
ployment for approximately 21-WPA 
workers. 


No. 3. Pvcscott Streets—Work done on 


thiy project consists t(f dituhing, 
grading, installing drainage struc- 
tures and surfacing with gravel var- 
ious streets in Prescott. This pro- 
ject is 80 per cent complete and has 
provided work for an average of 40 
WPA workers. 


No. -4. Sanitary Project—Provides for 


the construction of sanitary privies 
for school districts and individuals, 
and to screen houses; all 'in accord- 
ance with the plans by the State De- 
partment of Health. 
This project 


provides employment f or ' 15 WPA 
workers. 


No. 5. Recreational Supervisors—This 


project provides 
supervisors 
for 


playgrounds of the various schools 
in Nevada county. It has .provided 
employment for 25 WPA women 
workers. 


No. fi. Sewing Project—Work consists 


of making various garments, sheets, 
pillow cases, quilts, etc., to1 be dis- 
tributed through the State-Welfare 
organization to needy unemployable 
people. This project has provided 
employment for 44 WPA 
women 


workers. 


No. 7. Classifying County Records- 


Work consists of bringing all pres- 
ent county records up to date, clas- 
sifying, filing, indexing and1 cross- 
indexing, to put them in shape so 
as to be readily accessible to the cit- 
izens and officials of Nevada coun- 
ty. This project provides employ- 
ment for 9 WPA workers. 


No. 8. Lilirury Project—This project 


established and operates a free pub- 
lic library in Prescott. it provides 
employment for one woman worker. 


No. 9. lloine Helpers or Household Aid 


Project—This project ras provided 
employment for 
10 WPA 
women 


workers, whose duties are to assist 
women in the homes of relief clients 
in the care of their children and 
the management of the household 
with the idea of making the security 
v/age sufficient for their livelihood. 


No. 10. Prescolt Negro School—It is 


proposed, under this project, to build 
a negro school of brick to replace 
one recently destroyed by fire. This 
building is badly needed and if the 
program continues, it will probably 
be approved. When construction is 
started, it will provide employment 
for about 20 WPA workers. 


No. 11. Furnishing Clerical Help for 


'County and Home Demonstration 
Agents—This project provides em- 
ployment for 2 WPA workers. 


No. 
12. 
Prescott Watcriualns—This 


project provides tabor and materials 
to remove about 8050 lineal feet of 
cast iron wutermains in Prescott and 
replacing them with new mains. It 
is approximately 35 per cent com- 
plete and has provided tfork for 30 
WPA workers. 


No. 13. Prfscott Gymnasium — This 


project provides for the construction 
of a gymnasium building in the city 
of Prescott which is, also, to be 
used as a community center.

Ethiopia really Italian ,in the opinion 
of many who arc versed in1 colonial 
government. 


There is in Britain considerable ex- 


pert knowledge of what the Roman 
legions are up against 
in Ethiopia, 


even if the fighting is over. Such ex- 
perts in colonization feel that "Italy 
has won the game. The hard part is 
to collect the prize." 


One distinguished British general 


put it to me this way: 


"After all, we (the British) were 


in Ethiopia in 1868. Napier's column, 
which had none of the motorized, 
bombing-plane, poison-gas equipment 
of n modern army, and hence less 
advantage over the natives, defeated 
the Emperor Theodore and took Mag- 
d;iln. then the capital. 


"The country was at our mercy 


then, as it is at Badoglio's today. If 
we had thought it worth keeping in 
18G8, 
we would hnvc kept it." 


UnplcasBiit Facts to Face 


Military control by Italy in Ethiopia 


is a fact. But from it foUow other 
facts, less pleasant: 


Italy now has about 500,000 soldiers 


in Ethiopia. 
This is an expensive 


force to maintain 
3000 
miles from 


home. 


The rainy season comes soon. Then, 


with equipment gradually deteriorat- 
ing, the problem of maintaining ade- 
quate supplies for this .spread-out 
army will be difficult. And expensive.

; having been driven out by the Italian 
soldiery, it is up to Italy to establish 
a new government and maintain law 
and order. 


Revolts nre Certain 


That is a big job, since Ethiopia is 


almost as large at Texas and Arizona 
combined, partly desert, partly trop- 
ical valleys, partly mile-high plateaus. 


Small guerrilla outbreaks arc prac- 


tically certain. The 10 million people, 
Christians, Moslems, pagans, savages, 
will be hard to rule. Many of them 
still hold memories of relatives seared 
by poison gas, cut down by flying 
shrapnel. They will want revenge. 


If Mussolini succeeds in taking to 


Ethiopia 200,000 families—nearly a mil- 
lion Italian colonists—they will need 
troops for protection. The army ex- 
pense goes on. 


Even if trouble from native raids is 


less than the Americans met in the 
Philippines, or in the "wild west," 
for that matter, there remain the wild 
beasts, the flies, the native disease- 
carriers, and the climate, insufferable 
in many sections.

If the 500,000 soldiers were taken 
jhome immediately, there would be the 
problem faced by every World war 
country, of getting them back into 
civil employment. 


It was largely Italy's failure to solve 


this problem after the World war that 
led to Mussolini's rise.

Pastures Needed 


One of the great needs of Hemp- 


stead county farms is improved pas- 
tures to conserve soil as well as re- 
duce feed costs. The Soil Conserva- 
tion program is offering farmers • as- 
sistance in meeting this 
need. The 


acreage of crop land on which per- 
manent pasture is established in 1936, 
before October 31, in such a way as 
to qualify for obtaining a soil-build- 
ing payment of ?2 per acre, provided 
the total soil-building payments nre 
not greater than the soil-building al- 
lowance, according to W. E. Mount- 
castle, county agent. 


Most of the perennial grasses and 


legumes adopted to Arkansas should 
be planted in the fall. But the most 
important pasture grass for this sec- 
lion, Bermuda grass, may be planted 
any time from corn planting time to 
early July. 


A good way to start such a pasture 


is to first break the land and then 
run furrows about two feet apart. 
Drop pieces of sod about two feet 
apart in the furrows, stepping on the I 
sod to as to press firmly in the bottom ' 
of the furrow. Then cover lightly by 
hunning a harrow over the land. This 
fall seed of other adapted grasses and 
IcgutncH may be added. In February, 
lespcdcza seed may be planted. 


In September, about 4 pounds'of• hop 


clover seed per acre may be sowed 
without covering; and in February or 
March, about 10 pounds of lespedeza, 
the preferred varieties being common, 
Tennere TG, and Kobe. Bermuda grass, 
letpedeza, and hop clover are adapted 
to all parts of Arkansas, Other grasses 
and legumes may be. added to the 
pasture according to adaptation.
